"We get our job listings 
from the government labor bureau," 
explains the show's executive 
producer, Jorge Lopez-Carreira.

"I'm suing for a hundred 
million bucks, and I know God can 
afford it," says Wilding, a 37- year- 
old rancher who recently filed a 
lawsuit against the Lord. His suit 
alleges harassment, physical and 
mental injuries as well as distress due 
to his close calls with death from 
above. 

"My attorney says Mother 
Nature isn't a recognized deity. But 
God is another matter. And after the 
third time I said, I've had enough!

pure and simple.'" 

Wilding's troubles began 10 
years ago when he was struck while 
rounding up cattle on his ranch 13 
miles outside of Sheridan. A sudden 
storm caught him and before he knew 
it, he'd been hit by a bolt that killed 
his horse and sent him flying about 
25 feet, knocking him senseless. 

"I recovered and except for 
some scarring, I was fine," says 
Wilding. "Then I got hit again in 
1998 during a camping trip with my 
wife. That one left me with some 
minor nerve damage. I can't feel 
anything in part of my right hand. 

"Then four months ago — 
bam! — I got hit as I was repairing 
fences. I was out for half a day before 
my hired hand found me. I just got 
out of physical therapy and I still 
can't taste anything after that one." 

What he'd like is a taste of 
justice and says his lawsuit isn't 
frivolous. 

"I'm a church-going man 
but I don't know anyone else I can 
blame for this," he says. "The odds 
are something like one in 600,000 of 
getting hit only once." 



Wilding says he's done 
nothing to incur this kind of cosmic 
wrath. "I'm a law-abiding man. I go 
to church every Sunday with my 
family. I do charity work. I recycle. I 
can't imagine why God has singled 
me out for this kind of harassment." 

"Sure, I've broken a couple 
of Commandments in my day. I've 
told a few white lies. I shoplifted a 
couple things when I was a kid. And 
I think my neighbor's wife is pretty 
hot. "But this punishment is way out 
of line for those sins. The Big Guy is 
going to have to settle with me on 
this one." 

His lawyer, Lloyd Starbuck, 
says he's prepared to take the suit all 
the way to the U.S. Supreme Court 
and isn't worried about the Supreme 
Being not showing up in court. 
"We know that He'll be there, even 
if we have to subpoena Him," vows 
Starbuck. "Our whole justice 
system was set up years ago to 
enforce God's will, but now, He 
Himself is in violation of the very 
rules he established, and now He has 
to face the music. I don't think He's 
got a prayer."

CAIRO, Egypt — An archaeological 
dig at the base of Mount Sinai has 
yielded the most shocking discovery 
of the new millennium — three 
previously unknown commandments 
bringing the total number of God's 
fallowed statutes to 13!

A team of archaeologists 
and theologians has studied the 
sacred tablet and concluded that it 
appears to be authentic.

ONE IN FOUR UFO PILOTS IS 0R0NK! 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Air Force has issued a top-secret 
memorandum warning its flight crews to steer clear of all UFOs — 
because one out of four alien pilots is drunk!

Anyone that is from Southern 
Ontario probably has heard the story 
that I am about to tell you. 
Specifically, anyone that is from 
Whitby, Oshawa, Pickering or Ajax 
will know this tale. I guarantee at 
least a few Laurentian Students have 
traveled out to Ghost Road for an 
evening of fun. Like most ghost 
stories, the story changes from person 
to person, but the Legend of ghost 
road seems to stay pretty much the 
same from person to person and 
generation to generation. Y ve known 
this story for years and here's how 
the legend goes. 

The legend begins in the early 
1950's. a young man was dating the 
daughter of a local farmer. The 
farmer, as most parents did, objected 
of his daughter dating a boy who 
rides a motorcycle. The farmer 
forbid his daughter from seeing the 
boy, not even allowing him on the 
property. 

Not wanting to be apart, the 
young man would ride his 
motorcycle to the road that was 
behind the farm. At night the 
farmer's daughter would sneak out 
of the house and cross the field to 
wait for her boyfriend. There, on 
what is now Ghost Road, she would 
meet her love and ride off into the 
night with him. 

Eventually the father found 
out. Upset that his daughter was 
sneaking around behind his back, the 
farmer figured he would teach the 
boy a lesson. 

Late one night the farmer 
left the house with a bundle of 
fencing wire. He walked out to the 
road and strung the wire across the 
road, tying it to two nearby trees. 
Later that night his daughter went out 
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to the road as usual to wait for her 
love. Little did she know that this 
night would be very different. The 
young man traveled down the road 
at the same time and same speed as 
usual but fate was dealing him a 
different hand this time. As he sped 
along, the wire caught him just below 
the jaw, tearing his head cleanly from 
his shoulders. As his love watched 
in horror, his head came to a rest upon 
a nearby rock at the side of the road. 
From that day on, the legend 
began. Late at night when a person 
travels down, or stops on the road, a 
light will sometimes appear at the far 
end of the road. The light flickers 
and moves up and down, and 
sometimes it comes directlv at the 




cars. The light that everyone sees is 
rumored to be the headlight of the 
motorcycle, still returning to the road 
nightly to try and pick up his true 
love. 

I myself have been to Ghost 
Road many times and have seen 
many different variations of the light. 
The most common version is the faint 
glow that appears and disappears 
while getting closer and closer. 
Every once in a while I have seen the 
light where it has been extremely 
bright and it just maintains a straight 
line, eventually fading out. There 
have been reports of the light going 
directly over cars, or disappearing the 
second before it connects with a car. 
My most recent trip to 
Ghost Road was my best one yet. 
Luckily I had Mat Thompson there 
to witness the appearance of the light 
as well. 

We were on our way to my 
cottage the day before a Toronto 
wrestling event and we decided to 
take a quick detour to see Ghost 
Road. It was weird, but I hadn't been 
there in years, but everything was the 
same. Ghost road isn't that hard to 
find, but once you have been there, 
you can find it in the dark. Since the 



road is a back, dirt road, there is no 
street lights at all on the road, or even 
the surrounding area. The place 
looks like the perfect scene for a 
horror movie massacre. 

Mat and I waited for about 
45 minutes, laughing and joking, then 
it happened. . . the light appeared. We 
weren't the only ones out there either 
as Ghost Road is a legendary place 
to visit. Every night there are about 
4 to 5 cars of people lining the sides 
of the road. Proper etiquette on ghost 
road is to keep your headlights off at 
all times, so the only way you know 
others are out there is everyone 
flashes their brake lights to let you 
know where they are. 

The first time the light 
appeared it was faint, but it did seem 
to be moving, more up and down than 
towards us. At first we weren't sure 
if it was actually the light or not but 
it returned within a minute or so. The 
light was much brighter this time and 
seemed to be moving towards the 
cars ahead of us. The light got really 
vibrant and then faded out. Usually 
the light returns again or you will see 
a red tail light type of light appear, but 
the car ahead of us quickly turned on 
their headlights to make sure that 



they weren't being fooled by a person 
with a flashlight. Of course the road 
was empty, and there was only 
darkness and fog. 

After waiting a few 
moments for the light to return Mat 
and I decided to pull the car ahead to 
what is known as ground zero. This 
is an area of the road that not too 
many people have the guts to sit and 
wait at. At this point the light can 
appear at any side of you and it is 
said to be the most terrifying 
experience anyone has ever faced. 
We didn't care though, we had a 
rental car with full coverage so what 
could really happen? 

It was the beginning of 
summer and a humid night out so we 
had the windows down. I pulled the 
car up slowly to ground zero. It was 
eerily foggy, but only in the area that 
was known as ground zero. Also, 
there was a significant temperature 
drop in that small area as well. I'm 
not an expert, but I would guess it 
was about a drop of 10 degrees or 
so. We waited a few more minutes 
but the light didn't return. We 
thought about staying, but it was 
already about 2am, so we went on our 
way. 

Other times that I have been 
there have been even creepier than 
that last trip. The rock that the boy's 
head came to rest on is always warm. 
When I say warm, I mean warm to 
the touch. Even when I have been 
there in the winter there is never any 
snow on it, no matter how much snow 
there is everywhere else. I have even 
heard of people seeing figures 
standing in the field. When they look 
closer the figures look like the farmer 
and his daughter. Cars have been 
reported to being pulled back and 
forth and there has also been reports 
of compasses and electronic 
equipment failing. I myself have had 
to get boosts from other cars that have 
been at Ghost Road at the same time 
as I was, after the light has appeared 
and disappeared. 

For any of you that want to 
check it out Ghost Road is located in 
the same area as the Great Blue 
Heron Casino just outside of Port 
Perry. Most young people in the area 
will be able to tell you exactly where 
it is. 
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Well, put a dress on me and call me Shirley!

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M History of Halloween

We've all been there 
but as the years go by it might be for 
different reasons. 

As children you wanted to 
have the most colorful and popular 
costume to get the attention of all 
your friends. That and a good 
costume always met more candy. 
Later you just wanted to look good 
with hopes of picking up that girl or 
guy that was dancing across the 
room. Now it seems that all of us 
just want to have the most shocking 
costume in order to win beer t-shirts 
or possibly alcohol in general. Have 
you ever stopped to wonder just what 
Halloween is or where it might have 
came from? If so you need not look 
any further. You answer is just a short 
read away. 

The first Halloween took 
place centuries ago in Europe. 
Ancient druids inhabited the area 
which is now called Ireland, France 
and the UK. These druids would 
have 5 festivals throughout the year. 
Each of these festivals marks the 
passing of a season and the dawn of 




a new one. 

The festival called 
Samhain (pronounced Sha- 
von) took place from 
October 31 to November 1. 
The druids believed that 
during this time the boundaries 
between our world and the 
world of the dead were 
weakened and as a result the 
spirits of the recently dead were 
able to cross over to our world and 
could possess the living. In order 
to be rid of these spirits or to make 
their homes a little less inviting the 
people would douse all of their fires. 
They would also dress up in bizarre 
costumes and would go about 
vandalizing their own villages in 
order to scare off any of the recently 
departed souls. 

Another trick that the people 
would use to ward off these spirits 
was bonfires. Each Village would 
have a huge bonfire where crops and 
animals were used as sacrifices to the 
gods in order to be rid of the spirits. 
During these fires the people also 
wore costumes. These costumes 
usually consisted of animal heads and 
skins. They also tried to read each 
other's fortune during this ceremony. 
It is a common myth that the people 
would also burn those that were 
thought to be possessed by a spirit. 
After it was all over the home fires 
were re- lit from the bonfire to help 
protect them from the spirits as well 
as from winter. 

This time wasn't always 
herald as bad times by all of the 
druids. On a positive note they felt 
that with all of the ghosts around it 
was easier to make predictions about 
the future. These prophecies offered 
the people a source of comfort with 
the season heading into the cold, dark 
winter months. 

The history of Halloween 




takes an interesting turn during the 
Roman Empire. Once the Romans 
conquered, two of Rome's festivals 
were combined with Samhain. First 
there was the festival of Feralia. This 
festival commemorated the passing 
of the dead. The second was the 
festival of Pomona. Pomona is the 
Roman goddess of fruit and trees. 
Her symbol is an apple and can be 
attributed for the reason that bobbing 
for apples came to be a Halloween 
tradition. 

Another turn came when 
Pope Boniface IV declared that 
November 1 All-Saints day This day 
was declared in order to honor the 
saints and the martyrs. This day 
replaced the Celtic festival of the 
dead with a church-sanctioned 
holiday. This day was also referred 
to as all-hallows or all-Hallowmas 
(Middle English for 
Alholowmesse, means 
All-Saints 
Day). The 
night before 
it is the night 
of Samhain or as it was 
also called, all-hallows 
eve and now 
Halloween.

In the spirit of Horror, I 
thought that I would bring to you all 
a band whose image goes along the 
same lines. Who better to represent 
demons, devils, ghosts, and ghouls 
than the band who truly deserves to 
be given the horns: Black Sabbath. 

The Best of Black Sabbath (2000) 

This is one of many "best of* 
compilations on the market by Black 
Sabbath, but as far as I'm concerned, 
this is the best of, well, the best of. 

Now, to address the issue right 
off the top, I know this isn't some sort 
of classic album or anything, and I 
don't even consider greatest hits 
compilations or best of recordings to 
be an "album". But work with me 
here; it's Halloween and I don't own 
any Alice Cooper or KISS, although 
I definitely should. 

Anyway, to the "album" 
itself Before Ozzy was the model 
parent he is today, he was the ant- 
snorting, Satan-loving King of Hard 
Rock. The entire concept for the 
band was derived from Halloween- 
like ideals. Ozzy has been quoted as 
saying - among other things - that 
the whole idea for Black Sabbath was 
to be "some scary band." As we all 
know, Scary = Cool. 

The value you get from this 
double-disc set is tremendous. My 
copy cost me about thirty dollars and 
it has thirty-two of the best damn rock 
songs you've ever heard. Whether 
it's well-known classics like 
Paranoid, Sabbath Bloody Sabbath, 
and Ironman, or hidden gems like 
Into the Void, War Pigs, and 
Snowblind. You are guaranteed, I 
repeat, guaranteed to get your 
money's worth. 

Given the fact that there are 
thirty-two tracks on this mammoth of 
a release, I figure I'll cover the ten 
real highlights of the double-disc: 

Track Two: The Wizard 

This is one of the few times 
you'll ever hear a harmonica used 
well in a hard rock song. The Wizard 
applies all the key ingredients to a 
great rock song. A hard backbeat, 
riffs that you can really sink your 
teeth into, and above all else, all 
younger, more intelligible Ozzy. 
Personally, I find the first efforts from 
the band to be their best. Ever 
wonder where Grohl got some 
inspiration for his drumming style? 
Look no further. 

Track Three: NIB 

This is one of the songs that 
really made parents wet themselves 
when it was first released. The line

song is a standout - again - because 
of the Sabbath formula of a tight 
rhythm section and simple riffs that 
can be mimicked with your mouth 
(MAH MAH mah MAH mah-mah).

Track Six: War Pigs 

A track that really proves 
Sabbath's roots in blues music, this 
song - a biting commentary on the 
state of affairs as it pertains to the 
seemingly constant threat of war at 
the time - really shows that Sabbath 
aren't just about having a good time. 
In the minds of those who thought 
poorly of the band's work may have 
even thought that inexplicably the 
devil now had a conscience. A great 
song with some minimalist 
persuasions thrown in for good 
measure. This song makes you truly 
appreciate the value of a quick riff 

Track Seven: Paranoid 

One of, if not the most 
recognizable Sabbath songs in 
history. This is a song under three 
minutes that refuses to let you catch 
your breath in its quick beat and 
matching guitar work. It's about 
realizing that you're unhappy, but at 
the same time feeling helpless to do 
anything about it: "I tell you to enjoy 
life / 1 wish I could but it's too late". 
If any of you out there are guitar 
players out, check out the tab, as it's 
an easy song to play that sounds 
great. The origin of the "horns" could 
quite possibly be from this very song. 

Track Twelve: Sweet Leaf 

This bit of Classic Sabbath 
offers a hard riff that makes you 
wonder if contemporary bands have 
a few Sabbath albums kicking around 
in their collections at home. It's 
nothing special - surprisingly - on 
the drumming side of things, just a 
straight-at-you rock song. This is one 
of Sabbath's harder songs, yet also 
one of their few love songs. Ozzy in 
love is just as scary as anything else 
he does though, and the listener gets 
an idea of something other than the 
purest of intentions in this piece of 
work. 

Track Eighteen: Snowblind 

So, you like killer drumming? 
Well, this track is tailor-made for you. 
With classic drumming and another 
blues-inspired riff, you can see more 
and more why Sabbath have appealed 
to so many for so long. You can hear 
Ozzy's personal inlfluence on this 
song, with vocal stylings similar to 
those that he used later in his solo 
career. This song has more than 
likely given inspiration to more than 
a few cuts off your favorite albums. 

Track Nineteen: 
Sabbath Bloody Sabbath 

Proof that Sabbath aren't just 
a bunch of idiots slapping at their 
instruments, this song combines - in 
flawless motion - hard rock with a 
simple and lilting chorus. The bridge 
is a happy median between the two, 
bringing this song full circle. This 
song is simply well crafted and 
deserves to be heard. In all honesty, 
Sabbath never really had any Satanic 
tendencies, although they're still 
perceived to be servants of hell. This 
track and NIB are the only real tracks 
that Sabbath has ever recorded that 
have something to do with Hell. 
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According to Ozzy:

Track Twenty-Two: 
Spiral Architect 

Leading the track with a tease 
of what amazing talent these guys 
really have, this song is a slow 
acoustic melody that gives way to a 
faster and harder beat. The acoustic 
presence was probably put in to 
accompany the string arrangement 
that can be heard later in the song. 
Sabbath isn't known for the "classy" 
stuff like this, but if you listen to the 
whole compilation you can hear a 
few other instrumental pieces that 
make you wonder if this hard rock 
monster was really just a folk rock 
hippie trapped in a metal-head's 
body. 

Track Twenty-Three: 
Hole in the Sky 

If my two previous statements 
about Sabbath's blues background 
weren't enough to convince you, then 
you have to hear this song. It's a solid 
blues song with some intense drum 
work that gives way to some creative 
soloing - for the time - and then leads 
back into this great piece of music. 
It's about making the wrong choices 
as humankind; can you believe that 
Sabbath has a conscience? Critics 
couldn't. Also, it employs an idea 
that I've heard used a few times: 
cutting off a song quickly and 
abruptly to get the message across 
that not everything is right, and 
anything can end at any time. 

Track Twenty-Eight: 

Never Say Die 

So, you like KISS? Well, 
here's Sabbath's best crack at being 
Knights in Satan's Service. With a 
style reminiscent of the make-up clad 
ironmen of rock, Sabbath pulls off the 
up-tempoed song with rigorous 
conviction. Also, a rarely heard 
clear-toned guitar for the lead - 
which is what leads one to the KISS 
comparisons - can be found to act 
like a pseudo-bass, adding more 
definition to the rhythm section. It 
sounds like something that could be 
popular today if there were a little 
more production value in it. 

So that's the highlights of this 
disc, which you should really think 
about picking it up. It's a great 
history lesson for those who are more 
inclined to listen to the harder of the 
rock music out there today. And for 
those of you who are fans of the 
Osbournes, this disc can show you 
what Ozzy was like before he became 
a walking parody of himself.

Coldplay - A Rush Of 
Blood To The Head

"We wanted to be a reaction 
against soulless rubbish." These 
words by Coldplay frontman Chris 
Martin act as a credo for the band, 
in a mission statement type fashion. 
The long awaited sophomore album, 
A Rush Of Blood To The Head, finds 
its place on the shelves after almost 
a year's worth of delays. In keeping 
with their modus operandi of being 
involved with all aspects of 
production, they took the album back 
to the studio after finishing recording 
in late October 200 1 , because the feel 
was just not there. 

The offspring of this labour 
of love, for the quartette from 
University College of London, is a 
fantastic follow up to the globally 
acclaimed Parachutes. I can say 
without hesitation that this offering 
is better and more complete than 
Coldplay *s first born . After j ust one 
listen, you can hear the single 
potential in the first 5 or 6 tracks. The 
first single, in My Place, has already 
enjoyed some success, but not that 
of their breakout hit Yellow. A harder 
sounding song, when put into the 
perspective of a Trouble, or Shiver, 
the most notable change it seems, if 
we were to judge the disc by the first 
single, is an increased emphasis on 
percussion. The drums throughout 
have more of a raw sound to them. 

The drums featured on the 
disc, almost sound like they are at 
home with the "The's" genre, which 
includes the likes of; The Strokes, 
The Hives, The White Stripes, etc. 
But Coldplay ties to its nu-Brit pop 
invasion genre are prevalent, staying 
comparable with the likes of Travis 
and Radiohead. 

A welcome return through 
sporadic parts of the album is the 
piano styling of Martin. This sound 
is unique and now identifiable as 
Coldplay-esque. This style is 
exemplified on The Scientist, which 
for the first minute and a half, the 
listener is entertained by just Martin's 
voice, and his piano. The simple 
sounding beginning of the song 
slowly transforms with the addition 
of acoustic guitar, drums, and finally 
electric guitar, finally ending in what 
seems to be a musically exhausted 
sigh. The listener is quickly picked 
back up by the quicker tempo of 
Clocks, led again by Martin's piano. 

Start to finish, this is a great 
album. Flawless transitions from 
slow to, well, not as slow, make this 
very easy to digest. The 
instrumentation blends together well, 
considering they are not usually 
found together. Coldplay has 
definitely found its place.
